- Danger! Suspense! Spine Tingling Adventure! Tense 
Drama! The words sound like an advertisement for a new 
disaster movie like “Earthquake” or “Tidal Wave”. But 
instead they also describe the reality that toxic wastes have 
brought to Ironbound. 

At 3:52 A.M., October 10, most Ironbound residents were 
asleep until an explosion woke many of us up. Dogs were 
barking, made afraid by the loud noise. Those who looked out 
their windows may have seen a large dark cloud drifting 
across the sky. The firemen, who responded to the fire, saw a 
raging inferno. The place was another of Ironbound's 
infamous toxic waste facilities. 

The force of the explosion shattered windows in the area 
and threw large heavy pieces of metal into the air. Television 
news films showed a tanker truck crushed by a flying piece of 
steel. Three workers were badly hurt. Firefighters sprayed 
water and foam on nearby chemical plants to prevent fires 
and explosions at those plants. 

Chemica! fumes spread throughout the nearby area and 
then were carried by the wind. State government officials 
made their usua! statements about how there was nothing to 
worry about, denying the laws of science for the laws of 
politics. Some people remembered that State officials made 
similar statements at the other toxic waste accidents in 
Ironbound and elsewhere. Others remembered chemical 
industry representatives telling us that we had phobias. 

Others thought about the people who had to be evacuated 
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in Louisiana a few weeks ago when toxics from railr 
cars that had derailed spread throughout their community. 
Those people are still complaining of chemical smells many 

weeks later when they've returned to their homes. 

Toxic waste facilities are dangerous. Besides the constant 
air pollution, Ironbound has had 2 major fires and a number 
of other accidents at facilities located here., A toxic waste 
incinerator in South Jersey exploded in 1977 killing 6 people. 
The Chemical Contro! Fire in 1980 endangered the whole 
Newark, Elizabeth, and New York area. A dozen people had 
to be taken to the hospita! due to an accident in Bayonne. 
The problems continue in spite of criminal investigations, 
indictments and law suits. To protect people, these facilities 
must be removed from densely populated areas and located 
as far away as possible. 

Toxic waste facilities have become a cancer in Ironbound 
threatening to spread through expansions and the building 
of new, larger plants. Like a cancer, they destroy. 

The Ironbound Committee Against Toxic Wastes has 
been fighting to protect our neighborhood for the last 2 years. 
our help. You can join your neighbors in 
preventing the approva! of 2 more proposed toxic waste 
facilities - At Sea Incineration's huge storage, transfer and 
processing facility and SCA's incinerator. Ironbound 
should not become the toxic dumping ground for half 
the country.

Al! meetings are open to 
everybody who wants to take some action 
to get Farmers Feed to clean it up! 


Resistol Hats 


About 100 residents of Rome St. met 
October 26 to discuss pollution problems 
caused by Resisto! Hats, a company 
located at 53 Rome St. Resisto! Hats began 
operation 4 or 5 months ago. Neighbors 
have noticed sickening odors. People have 
had colds that never go away, sore throats 
that come and go, allergies they never had 


before, and headaches, coughing, snee- 


zing, and itchy and watery eyes. 


Pieces of fur come out of the vents at 
Resisto! Hats and collect on peoples 
property and clothes. They are floating in 
the air, and probably being breathed in. 
Also ugly bugs have been seen crawling 
from Resisto! Hats across the street. 


People have found them inside and outside 
of their homes. 

The residents gave Resisto! hats 30 days 
to clean it up! They are investigating 
possible lega! actions, and plan to meet 
again next month.

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“Maybe that's why they want to change 
the Rent Contro! law. We stopped vacancy 
decontro!, so now the big landlords are 
looking for some other way to make more 
money.” 

These are the words of 1 person at a 
citywide housing meeting Sept. 25. The 
group has succeeded in stopping vacancy 
decontro! in Newark. (Vacancy decontro! 
would allow landlords to raise rents as 
high as they want - no limit - whenever a 
tenant moves out and another moves in). 

Now the City is considering making 
changes in the Rent Control law which 
would hurt tenants. Rent Conto! laws do 
not apply to 2 family homes, occupied by 
the owner. The laws are designed to 
protect residents in large buildings where 
the owner does not live (absentee !and!ords). 


Changes Would Hurt Tenants 


One change being considered by City 
officials affects how many landlords go to 
the Rent Contro! Board to get hardship 
rent increases. Right now, if a landlord is 
losing money and can’t pay the bills, he or 
she goes to the Rent Contro! Board to 
present records for public inspection and 
ask for an increase in rents. The increases 
are usually given, and tenants end up 
paying higher rents. 

The new law would say landlords can go 
for a hardship rent increase even when 
they are making money, but just don't 
think they are making enough. 

“I don't call making money a hardship. 
Not when other peoples’ pockets are 


Garden Corner

The average date of the first killing frost 
in our area is October 20. so you should 
harvest all remaining vegetables before 
the first frost hits. Peppers, squash, and 
tomatoes cannot stand any frost. Toma- 
toes can be wrapped up in newspaper and 
put away until they ripen.Broccoli, 
cauliflower and late cabbage can with- 
stand a little frost - it will even give them a 
little more flavor! Other vegetables, like 
carrots, can be covered with a heavy 
mulch (covering) of leaves. Then in winter 
you can sweep off the snow and pick out 
the vegetables you wi!! need for that day! 

Clean out al! the bad plants and weeds 
and destroy them to prevent pests or plant 
disease. Cut up your healthy plants and 
scatter them with a little bit of powdered 
lime to help them decompose. Mix them into 
the dirt and turn over the soi! but leave itin a 
rough and open condition so the air can go 
through it until next spring. 

Now is the time to start making plans for 
your garden for next year! Make a map of 
your land and measure off sections and plan 
where you want to put rows of vegetables 
and flowers. Look through old seed catalogs 
and pick out what you want for next year. 
New catalogs come out at the end of 
January.

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empty,” said 1 person. “Even now it's not 
fair because if the landlord's bills go up, he 
goes to the Rent Contro! Board, and I have 
to pay for the rise in his bills. But if my 
bills go up, nobody comes to me and says 
they”! pay for them.” 

The new law would also add the cost of 
sewer charges on to the tenant's rent. 

“We pay the for it when the landlord's 
taxes go up. We pay for their fue! bills. Now 
they want us to pay their water bills,” 1 
person commented. “Nobody pays when our 
bills go up every year. Besides, they already 
get a 6% increase every year, and that's what 
it is for.” 

Last year City Council passed a law saying 
landlords in some buildings could automati- 
cally add charges for fue! to the tenant's rent. 
Some rents went up 21% in one year. 


Actions Louder Than Words 


Landlords say they want changes like 
these or vacancy decontro! because they 
are losing money during these hard times. 

But if landlords are really losing money 
why do so few landlords (only 18 in 1981) 
go to the Rent Contro! Board for rent 
increases? 

On the other hand, many landlords of 
large multi-family buildings did go to the 
Tax Board in 1981. There the landlords do 
not have to open their books to the public 
so that their claim that they are losing 
money can be proven, or disproven. 
Altogether, these landlords wil! get 
approximately $8 million in tax breaks for 
1981. They say the value of their property 
has gone down, and so their taxes go 
down. The result for al! the rest of us - 
renters and homeowners alike - is higher 
taxes. 

Approximately 60% of the landlords who 
apply for tax reductions are not registered 
with the Rent Contro! Board, even though 
they are legally required to do so. Some 
landlords do register - within a month or 2

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of the time they are applying for a tax 
reduction. 

Can we really believe these big absentee 
landlords are losing money when they are 
breaking the law by not being registered, 
and when they are afraid to open their 
books in public? 


Tenants REALLY hurting 


What is happening to tenants, on the 
other hand, is very well known and 
proven. Taking inflation into account, 
average rea! wages have dropped 10% from 
1967 to 1982. Rents in this region of the 
United States have risen 34% faster than 
other costs during the year. Gas and 
electric costs, usually paid for by tenants, 
have risen 24% faster than the consumer 
price index over the last year. Unemploy- 
ment is the highest nationally since before 
World War II. Newark’s unemployment 
figures are much higher than other areas, 
even reaching the !evels during the 
depression. 

Reaganomics has also had an effect, 
shifting higher tax costs onto working 
people. Those earning $10,000 or less will 
pay 24% higher taxes in 1982,83 and 84 due 
to the Reagan Tax Act of 1981. Those 
earning $50,000 or more will pay less 
taxes. 

What does all this mean? lt means 
people are really struggling to pay their 
rents. For example, 1 tenant whose 
landlord went for a hardship increase had 
his rent raised over $100 a month! Another 
tenant in the same building pays all but 
$3.00 of her Socia! Security check for her 
rent. “That leaves me with $1 for the 
phone company, $1 for PSE&G and $1 for 
food for the rest of the month,” she said. “I

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Stronger Rent Control Needed © 

The citywide Coalition is planning to 
fight the changes in the rent contro! law 
which are being considered by the city 
now, and to demand changes which wil! 
make the law stronger so it protects 
tenants better. Members of the Coalition 
spoke at the October 6 City Council 
meeting. They plan to make the public 
aware of the issues, so that tenants know 
what is happening to rent contro!, and can 
fight back. 

“You have to remember that nobody 
handed us a rent control law on a silver 
platter in the beginning,” said Frank 
Hutchins from the Newark Tenants 
Organization. “We got the law because we 
fought hard to get it. Landlords never 
wanted it. They have always tried to make 
it weaker. The struggle goes on. And the 
result depends on people getting involved. 
We have to, to survive.”

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Parent Run School Starts 


On September 11, Ironbound Communi- 
ty Schoo! opened its doors to begin its 11th 
year. 55 students from Kindergarten to 8th 
grade are enrolled in the schoo!'s open 
classroom program for the 1982-83 schoo! 
year. 

“It’s very exciting,” says Roni Faulkner, 
program coordinator at the school. “We 
have some new teachers with masters 
degrees from Bank St. Schoo! of Education 
(in New York) who love working here 
because there are very few schools like this 
where they can work with students in 
innovative and flexible ways. We have a 
Curriculum Coordinator, Sherry Betramini- 
Pincus, who has been with our schoo! for 5 
years, to work with our teachers to develop 
curriculum. We have many new students. 
Some are older students who have gone to 
other schools and who have decided with 
their parents that they really want the 


_ quality and kind of education they can get 


here.” 

In the past, graduates from the Iron- 
bound Community Schoo! have gone on to 
many area high schools: Science High, 
Arts High, St. Benedict's, Independence 
High, Newark Academy, East Side and St. 
Vincent's. 

“Sometimes people misunderstand what 
the schoo! is about and what the children 
are like,” said Roni. “But the differences 
between this schoo! and others are not the 
children. It's other things. Parents run this 
schoo}. Parents hire the staff, make al! the 
budget decisions, start fundraising pro- 
jects and work with other staff on 
curriculum.” 

Each year parents at the schoo! form an 
Action Committee which is involved in 
every part of the schoo!'s program. 

- Students are grouped according to age 
and skills. A student may be in 1 group for 
Math, and a different group for language 


skills, depending on his or her skill level. 


Individualized work can be developed 
often because classes are small. Indepen- 
dent learning is emphasized and students

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plan many of their own projects. Art, 
science, films, trips and library work are 
and physica! education are included in the 
curriculum. 

Verba! and written “‘progress reports” 
between teacher, student, and parents, 
cover many areas: skills like Math, 
language arts, reading, writing, science 
and socia! studies; work habits, like a 
student’s ability to concentrate and to 
work independently; and how well a 
student gets along with others in the 
classroom. 

“Staff and parents work closely here,” 
says Roni. “It’s parents coming in with al! 
their experience and teachers coming in 
with all their experience and children 
benefitting from the best of both.” 

The 11th year opening marks a real 
success story for parents, teachers and 
students, who survived a serious crisis 
when their Board of Education funds were 
cut off without warning in September, 


1979. The schoo! sued the Board of 
Education and won a settlement of over 
$60,000. In addition to this money, they 
have received foundation grants from the 
Victoria, Schumann, Turre!! and Mutual 
Benefit Foundations to operate this year. 

Financia! survival is still a struggle. The 
schoo! charges a low tuition. Parents and 
students, determined to keep the school 
open, hold flea markets, candy sales and 
other fundraisers regularly. 

“It's a lot of work, but we believe this 
kind of education is important for 
children. we believe parents shou!d be 
involved with their children's education. 
When we look around and see what's 
happening here, we know it's working,” 
Roni says.

Residents Tour Inside of Wilson Ave. Bathhouse 


“Bring The Pool Back Again” 


“We're touring the Wilson Ave. Bath- 
house today because we're determined to 
bring this pool back again, so we can swim 
in it and enjoy it as we did years ago.” 

With these words, Rev. David Burgess of 
St. Stephen's Church led a group of 
Ironbound residents inside the Wilson 
Ave. Bathhouse to take a close look at 
conditions there. The group included 4 
members of the Aquabelles, the synchro- 
nized swim team which trained at the poo! 
for years and won many statewide events. 
Council President Ralph Grant, Council- 
man Martinez, and Greg Adams from the 
City's Budget/Planning Office all accep- 
ted invitations to join the group on its tour. 

Councilman Grant told the group that 
the City is “very much committed” to 
getting the building fixed up and 
operating for public use. He also said 
Mayor Gibson has stated publically and 
privately that he is in favor of reopening 
the poo! for the public. 

Ducking under fallen beams, and 
stepping over glass and debris, the group 
went from through the locker rooms and 
the poo! itself. Several senior citizens 
passing by joined in the inspection. “I used 
to swim here a lot,” said one senior citizen. 
“Look at the tile. It's still pretty good. 
Won't it be great to get it open again.” 

After the tour, people were optimistic. 


_ “This poo! may be officially closed,” said 


Vic De Luca. “But it was open today. And 
it’s going to be open in the future. Lots of 
us are happy to see the building is not as 
bad as we had been told.” 

As reminders of what used to be, the 4 
former Aquabelles - Joan Pikul, Teresa 
Bruce, Caro! Buccini, and Dale Cuiba - 
proudly displayed their many blue rib- 
bons, photos, and feature newspaper 
articles. The Aquabelles used the Wilson 
Ave. Bathhouse for synchronized swim- 
ming from the 1940's to the 1970's. The 
team won the Eastern Regiona! Cham- 
pionship in the early 60's. Many members 
won awards for solo performance. One 
member won the nationa! junior solo event 
in 1954. ' 

“T started when I was just a kid. I was 9 
and I couldn't do anything,” said Joan 
Pikul, one of the former Aquabelles. “I 
learned concentration, coordination, 


choreography, and timing to music, and I 
gained a lot of confidence from it. We 
learned how to work together to reach 
goals because it was a team. We travelled 
all over the state, the continenta! U.S., and 
even Canada. But the Bathhouse was our 
home base. Having access to it, even after 
hours, so we could practice and perfect our 
routines was essential. It was an activity 
young people could really be involved in. I 
think that kind of thing is needed even 
more today.” 

The Ironbound residents have already 
had one meeting with City planning and 
budget officials who are discussing 
possibilities for funding the rehabilitation 
of the Pool, and the group plans to keep 
active until the poo! is re-opened for public 
use. They are stil! collecting signatures on 
petitions.

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Rodino Says 
Freeze Issue 
Here To Stay 


Rep. Peter Rodino said he was “deep!y 
disappointed” with the House of Represen- 
tatives failure to pass a resolution calling 
for a mutual and verifiable freeze of 
nuclear weapons between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

Rodino said the Administration plan 
which the House passed is simply “a 
continuation of the current arms policy. 
It's a smoke screen for building more.” 

“For over 30 years we have chosen 
generally to ignore the nuclear peri! which 
hangs over our heads. Today mankind 
lives in the shadow of 50,000 nuclear 
warheads -- the equivalent of 10 tons of 
TNT for every man, woman and child on 
earth. These numbers have multiplied in 
the name of deterrence -- the theory that 
the mightier our weapons, the less 
vulnerable we would be to an attack. But 
deterrence is a 2-way street. As we have 
increased our nuclear stockpile, so has the 
Soviet Union. We must now ask the 
question: Does it really enhance our safety 
to force our adversaries to build bigger 
bombs? Doesn't this massive mutual! terror 
present a dangerously deceptive sense of 
security that could be easily undone?” 

“Albert Einstein, reflecting on the 
consequences of unleashing the power of 
the atom, wrote in 1947, that ‘this power of 
the universe cannot be fitted into the 
outmoded concept of narrow nationalism.’ 
He predicted that ‘our only security and 
our only hope’ is that ‘an informed 
citizenry will act for life and not death.’ ” 

“The American people are calling for a 
freeze resolution because they realize, as 
Einstein predicted, that this is not merely 
a question of national interests, but of the 
future of the human race. According to a 
Harris po!! taken earlier this year, 86% of 
the American public believe that “even a 
limited nuclear war cannot be won, but 
will result inevitably in an all-out nuclear 

ar.’ Also, 70% of the American people 
now believe that “the risks of nuclear war 
starting by accident are growing because 
both sides keep adding to the number of 
weapons.” This is the finding of an ABC 
News - Washington Post poll.” 

“The American people realize that these 
are not weapons we or any other country 
can use for warfare - but only for the 
annihilation of civilization. Yet, this 
administration continues to talk of the 
possibility of a limited nuclear war, and 
even of perparing our citizens for an a!!-out 
nuclear war. Clearly we cannot leave the 
decision of nuclear weapons production up 
to the military technocrats alone. We, as 
political leaders and as mothers and 
fathers, must make the choices that will 
affect future generations.” 

A nuclear freeze resolution can work. 
America's military experts have told 
Congress that verification of Soviet 
testing and deployment of nuclear missiles 
is possible. Passing the freeze wil! tel! the 
world that the American people and their 
government are willing immediately to 
begin a meaningfu! program of nuclear 
arms reduction with the Soviet Union, that 
we refuse to continue down the same road 
of nuclear nightmare diplomacy.” 

“In a discussion of disarmament, 
Einstein wrote: ‘We stand at the parting of 
the ways. Whether we find the way to 
peace or continue along the road of brute 
force so unworthy of our civilization 
depends upon ourselves.”

Reclaim America! 


They came from all over the country - 
Texas, lowa, Minnesota, Ohio - and 
Ironbound! Hundreds of people from al! 
over the United States met September 12 in 
Philadelphia as part of Reclaim America 
week. Young and old, Black, White, 
Hispanic - all kinds of people getting 
together to plan how to get this country 
back to the people, not the corporations, 
politicians, banks or the military. 

“We're tired of big business and 
politicians using our taxes to do ajob on us, 
not for us,” said 1 speaker. “They're living 
high on the hog and making us live like 
dogs. It's time to take this country back.” 

Speaker after speaker talked about the 
programs that people need that have been 
cut to nothing, while big corporations get 
tax breaks and the military budget 
continues to rise. 

“Corporate tax cuts to big business have 
cost us over $143 billion in lost tax 
revenues,” said one speaker. “Can you 
imagine what we could do with $143 
billion?” 

Gale Cincotta, from Nationa! Peoples 
Action, which organized Reclaim 
America week, put it this way: “The crisis 
we are facing have been brought about by 
anti-people policies. Extravagant military 
spending is breeding fear of nuclear war 
and is stealing from socia! programs at the 
same time. Hundreds of billions of dollars 
of tax breaks for big business are lining the 
pockets of those who are already rich.” 

Many speakers in Philadelphia talked 
about the ways people are joining together 
locally and nationally to fight back - to 
push for jobs, better housing, good medica! 
care for everybody, student loans, to stop 
cuts in socia! security, to stop foreclosures 
on peoples” homes, to stop rising utility 
rates, and to demand an end to 
environmental! pollution. The Ironbound 
Committee Against Toxic Wastes was 
invited to speak to the group because of its 
hard and effective work to clean up toxic 
wastes and stop any more pollution here in 
the Ironbound. 

As Lois Gibbs of the Love Canal 
Homewoners said, “The time has come to 
take back what is rightfully ours despite 
big industry and government. We want to 
reclaim our rights as taxpayers to say 
where our money wil! be spent, where the 
budget should be cut, and reclaim our 
rights to a safe environment to raise our 
families.” 

Reclaim America was endorsed by 


many other groups around the country, 
including the NAACP, Womens 
International League for Peace and 
Freedom, National Conference of Black 
Mayors, Nationa! Urban Coalition, United 
Food and Commercia! Workers, many 
union locals, Congressmen John Conyers, 
the Gray Panthers and many others. 
“Things have gotten so much worse for 


the ordinary person that there's more and | 


more people now beginning to ask, What's i 
happening here? ”, said another p ; 
“People have got to organize and 
demonstrate their concerns if we want this 
country to be of, by and for the people.” 


Newark City 
Council Against 
More $ For Guns 


This resolution was passed May 5 by the 
Newark City Council: 

Whereas the Reagan Administration 
has advocated huge increases in defense 
spending while simultaneously enacting 
tremendous spending cuts in virtually al! 
domestic and social welfare programs; and 

Whereas, part of this defense buildup has 
been an escalation in the nuclear arms race 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union which increaes the ominous threat 
of nuclear war and the devestating effect 
that such a war would have on a!! peoples of 
the earth; and 

Whereas, such a military buildup 
imposes a tremendous drain upon this 
country’s financial resources while not 
creating meaningfu! or longlasting 
employment opportunities for our nation’s 
increasing army of unemployed workers; 
and 

Whereas,...it greatly hurts those 
persons at the bottom of our economic 
scale, especilaly women and children, who 
can least afford to be without the support of 
vitally needed federa! programs; 

Now therefore be it resolved by the 
Municipa! Council of the City of Newark 
that it does hereby express its strong 
opposition to the Reagan Administration’s 
unbridled military expenditure of revenues

Community groups opposed to garbage 
incinerators because of the inevitable air 
pollution they will cause have formed 


SMOKE - Statewide Movement Oppo- 


sing Killer Environements. SMOKE's 
membership includes groups and indivi- 
duals from Essex County, Mercer County, 
Morris County, Middlesex County, and 
Camden County. The group hopes to grow 
to include members from all counties 
where garbage incinerators are being 
proposed. 

SMOKE has written a letter to Governor 
Kean requesting that no permits for 
construction of garbage incinerators be 
issued for any plant in the state, including 
the plant proposed for Blanchard St. in the 
Ironbound section of Newark. 

SMOKE wants the New Jersey Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection to do 
several things before any permit is issued. 
First, they want the DEP to adopt air 
pollution standards that strictly regulate 
the amounts of pollutants that come out of 
the smokestack. SMOKE also wants the 
DEP to look at alternative ways to get rid 
of garbage that wil! not cause air or water 
pollution, and develop a Statewide Master 
Plan for disposing of garbage, as required 
by law. SMOKE says until the DEP has 
done these things no garbage incinerator 
should be given a permit to build or to 
operate. 

Even if these steps are taken by the 
DEP, many problems with garbage 
incinerators will remain. All garbage 
incinerators tested in both Europe and the 
United States have been found to give out 
dioxin (part of Agent Orange) - one of the 
deadliest chemicals known to man. There 


2 is no safe exposure level to this chemical. 


It causes cancer, birth defects, and a large 
number of other horrible diseases. In 
addition, the only pollution contro! device 
that is being planned for these incinera- 
tors will remove soot and dirt, but will do 
nothing to remove other pollutants 
produced by burning garbage like: acid 
gases which produce acid rain, poisonous 
heavy metals like lead, mercury and 
cadmium, and viny! chloride, a known 
cancer-causing chemical, released when 
plastics are burned. When toxic wastes are 
brought to the incinerator, either illegally 
or legally, or when the incinerators don’t 
work properly, more harmfu! chemicals 
will be released into the air. ` 

People are being told that these plants 
represent the “state of the art” and will not 
hurt us or our environment. However, 
many years ago landfills were also 
considered “the state of the art”. 20 years 


ago, Love Cana! was considered “the state 


Did You Know? 


One of the most serious cases of chemi- 
cal pollution took place in Minimata, 
Japan. In 1953 mercury was abundant in 
the waters there from by-products of 
industry. 

Bacteria and algae containing mercuric 
chloride were eaten by minnows which 
were then eaten by larger fish. People in 
Minimata ate these fish 3 times a day, 21 
times a week. The result? An epidemic 
which affected the brain, the nervous 
system, and finally resulted in death.

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of the art”. People in New Jersey and al! 
over the country are now suffering from 
irreversible pollution of their drinking 
water due to the “leaching” (leaking) of 
toxic chemicals that were illegal!y dumped 
into landfills. These chemica!s have gotten 
into lakes and rivers. Jumping at the next 
so-called solution wil! simply transfer the 
problem from the water into the air. 

Releasing more cancer-causing chemi- 
cals into the air will create increased 
health problems for New Jersey residents, 
who live in a state where the cancer rate is 
already higher than the rest of the 
country. 

On October 11, Columbus Day, members 
of SMOKE, marched with community 
groups from al! over the state, to the state 
headquarters of Wheelbrator-Frye - the 
company which is proposing to build a 
garbage incinerator in East Brunswick. 
The group is angry because Wheelbrator- 


Frye's incinerator in Saugus, Massachu- 
setts has caused many air pollution 
problems and has been the subject of 
many complaints from local residents. 
Horrible black clouds of smoke have been 
seen coming from the incinerator's smoke- 
stack. The plant that Wheelabrator-Frye 
wants to build in East Brunswick is 
identica! to the plant in Saugus. It does not 
have pollution contro! devices, called 
scrubbers, and it burns at temperatures too 
low to destroy many of the chemicals 
which cause pollution. This company is 
one of 4 companies which are proposing to 
build the garbage incinerator in Iron- 
bound. 

Residents from Sayreville, East Bruns- 
wick, North Brunswick, Rockaway Town- 
ship, Camden, Mercerville, trenton, Ewing 
and Newark will let Wheelabrator-Frye 
know that they object to being the victims 
of cancer-causing air pollution. 


North Carolina Residents 
Block Trucks To Prevent 
Toxic Dumping 


People are joining together al! over 
America to protect themselves from the 
way government and major corporations 
are endangering their lives with toxic 
wastes. 

In North Carolina, during the past 
month, national church and civil rights 
groups have joined community groups in 
opposing the placing of PCB contamina- 
ted soil in a landfil! near their homes. 
PCB's are a very dangerous chemica! that 
have been banned from manufacture, that 
scientists have proved cause cancer, skin 
and liver disorders and birth defects. 

Oil containing PCB’s was illegally 
dumped along roadways in north-centra! 
North Carolina in the summer of 1978. In 
late 1978, the State's governor announced 
plans to take this soil to Warren County, 
North Carlina, and dump it on the land. 
Residents of Warren County have been up 
in arms about this. People there fee! their 
area has been picked because they are 
ordinary working people. Warren County 
is the 3rd poorest County in North 
Carolina. The population is 64% Black. 
People there are sure that the Governor 
would never allow PCB's to be brought to a 
rich area! 

Since the dumping of the PCB's started 
on Sept. 15, 1982, church leaders have been 
leading people in prayer as they try to 
block dump trucks from entering the 


landfill. In 10 days since the dumping 
started, 235 people have been arrested. 
Nationa! environmental leaders like Lois 
Gibbs of Love Cana! came to North 
Carolina to give support and join the 
protest there. 

A group of people from Newark made the 
10 hour journey to North Carolina. Four 
people from the New Jersey Committee On 
Occupational Safety & Health (NJCOSH) 
went to participate in a national rally. 
They talked to community folks about the 
similarity between what people in North 
Carolina are facing and people in Iron- 
bound, Elizabeth, Jersey City and other 
parts of New Jersey are facing. In each 
case, the government and the companies 
are making ordinary working people suffer 
and die because of the toxic madness of the 
corporations. 

They spoke to farmers who worked hard 
all their lives on their land and now that 
land would be worthless. They heard about 
a study done in the area where PCB's were 
already found in breast milk of 12 out of 
250 women. They heard of people's fear for 
their childrens’ lives and their own lives. 

“I'm starting to understand why these 
people were willing to sit in front of 
bulldozers and get arrested to stop the 
PCB's from being put near their homes,” 
said one person who made the trip to 
North Carolina. “They want to live.”

Pais, Professores e Estudantes 


No dia 11 de Setembro, Ironbound 
Community Schoo! abriu as suas portas 
para o comeco do seu 11 ano. No 
programa escolar de 1982-83 estáo inscri- 
tos 55 estudantes de Kindergarten ao 8 
grau. 

“É muito estimulante,” diz Roni Faulk- 
ner, a coordenadora do programa para a 
escola. “Temos alguns novos professores 
que gostam de trabalhar aqui porque 
pensam que há muito poucas escolas como 
esta onde possam trabalhar com estudan- 
tes em aspectos inovadores e flexíveis. 
Temos novos estudantes. Alguns são 
estudantes que sairam das outras escolas e 
que se decidiram com os pais que, 
realmente, querem a qualidade e o género 
de educação que podem encontrar aqui.” 

No passado, muitos dos estudantes que 
se graduaram no Ironbound Community 
Schoo! têm ido para diferentes escolas 
superiores da área tais como: Science 
High, St. Benedict's Prep, Independence 
High, Newark Academy, East Side. 

“Algumas vezes as pessoas interpretam 
ma! que a escola é sobre o que os meninos 
gostam,” diz Roni. “Mas a diferença entre 
esta escola e as outras não são os meninos. 

outra coisa. São os pais que escolhem o 
corpo administrativo tomam as decisões 
orçamentais, suscitam os projectos anga- 
riadores e trabalham com o pessoal no 
curriculum.” 

Em cada ano os pais na escola fazem um 
Comité de Acção que está envolvido em 
todo o programa da escola. 

Os estudantes são agrupados segundo a 


“idade e destreza. Um estudante pode estar 


no grupo I para a Matemática ou num 
grupo diferente para aprender as diferen- 
tes habilidades para a linguagem, depen- 
dendeo da actividade e do viver que o 
individualiza no seu rolo. O trabalho 
individual! pode ser desenvolvido algumas 
vezes porque as classes são pequenas. Dá- 
se ênfase a aprendizagem independeute e 
os estudantes podem fazer os seus próprios 
projectos. A arte, ciências, os filmes, os 
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giros e o trabalho da biblioteca e a 
educação fisica estão incluidos no curricu- 
lum. 

“Os relatórios progressivos” em escrita e 
fala são discutidos entre o professor, 
estudante e os pais, e cobrem muitos 
domínios: habilidades como em Matemá- 
tica, a arte da linguagem, leituras, escritos, 
ciências e estudos sociais; hábitos de 
trabalho, a habilidade do estudante para 
concentrar-se e trabalhar independente- 
mente; e como um estudante se comporta 
com os outros estudantes na escola. 

“Aqui a staff e os pais trabalham muito 
estrutamente,” diz Roni. “Todos os pais 
vêm com as suas experiências e os 
professores também e as crianças benifi- 
ciam o melhor de ambos.” 

O11 ano está abrindo marcas reais e 
sucesso na história dos pais, professores e 
estudantes que sobreviveram a uma crise 
séria quando em Setembro de 1979 os seus 


fundos foram cortados pelo Departamento 
de Educação sem nenhum aviso prévio. 

A escola pediu ao Departamento de 
Educação e obteve 60 mi! dólares. 

A sobrevivência económica está muito 
difícil. A escola cobra muito pouco 
dinheiro para o pagamento (propinas). Os 
pais os estudantes estáo determinados em 
manter a escola aberta, recorrendo á feira, 
vendendo doces e outras coisas. 

“Isto é muito trabalhoso mas acredita- 
mos que este género de educacáo é 
importante para as criancas. Acreditamos 
que os pais devam englobar-se na educa- 
ção dos filhos. Quando olhamos em redor e 
vemos o que se está passando aqui, 
sabemos que se está trabalhando,” diz 
Roni.

Uma organização chamada SMOKE 
(Movimento Estadua! de Oposição aos 
Ambientes Que Matam) foi criada por 
grupos das comunidades que se opoem aos 
inceneradores de lixo devido ar poluição 
por eles causada. Esta organização consta 
de pessoas dos condados de Essex, Mercer, 
Morris, Middlesex, e Camden. 

O SMOKE quer que o Departamento de 
Proteção ao Ambiente de New Jersey 
(DEP) adopté limites de poluição do ar que 
regulem rigorosamente a quantidade de 
poluição que pode ser eliminada pelas 
chaminés. A SMOKE quer tambem que a 
DEP procure outros meios de eliminação 
de lixo que não causem poluição do ar ou 
da agua. 

A SMOKE diz até que a DEP tenha 
executado estas medidas não deviria dar 
autorização para operar ou construir 
qualquer incenerador de lixo, incluindo a 
da Blanchard St. no Ironbound. | 

Ainda que estas medidas sejam tomadas 
pela DEP muitas problemas de incenera- 
dores de lixo permenacerão. Todos os. 
incineradores testados quer na Europa 
quer nos E.U. emitem dioxinhas (Parte do 
Agente Amarelo) - um dos quimicos mais 
toxicos conhecidos pelo homem. Não há 
uma margem de segurança de exposição a 
este químico. Causa cancro, defeitos de 


nascimento, e um grande numero de 
doenças horrorosas. 
O único instrumento de contro! de 


poluicáo planeado para estes incenerado- 
res removerá as cinzas mas será inútil na 
remocáo de outros quimicos produzidos 
quando se queima lixo constituido, por 
gases ácidos, metais pesados tóxicos como 
o chombo, o mercurio, cadmium, e cloretos 
de vinyl, um conhecido carcinogenico 
libertado quando se queimam plásticos. 
Quando desperdícios tóxidos são queima- 
dos no incenerador, quer lega! ou ilegal- 
mente, ou quando os inceneradores náo 
funcionam bem, mais químicos nocivos 
sáo libertados para o ar. 

Dizem ás pessoas que estas facilidades 
náo lhes causam dano nem perturbam o 
ambiente. Contudo há muitos anos os 
peritos disseram que as pilhas de lixo em 
locais a ele destinados tambem náo 
causariam dano. Mas ahora o povo de New 
Jersey e de todo o país esta a sofrer porque 


“quer construir inceneradores aqui. 


os químicos tóxicos despejados ilegalmen- 
te nessas pilhas estáo a poluír a água 
potavez. Os quimicos alcancaram os rios e 
lagos. Queimar lixo nos inceneradores 
náo resolve o plobelma; simplesmente 
o transfer da poluicáo da água para a 
poluicáo do ar. 

O aumento de carcinogénicos no ar 
simplesmente causará mais problemas de 
saúde para os residentes de New Jersey 
cuja incidencia de cancro é já mais alta 
que o resto do país.

Habitantes de North Carolina 
Impedem Despejo De Toxicos 


Há um movimento a forjar-se nos E.U.A. 
que une as pessoas que querem proteger-se 
contra a maneira como o governo e as 
grandes companhia póem em perigo a sua 
saúde com os detritos tóxicos. 

No estado de North Carolina, há mais de 
um més que vários grupos lutam contra o 
despejo do tóxico PCB perto das suas 
habitações. Os PCB são químicas altamen- 
te perigosas que provocam cancros, 
doenças de pele e figado e doenças 
congénitas. 

leo contaminado com PCB foi ilegal- 
mente despejado nas estradas de North 
Carolina no veráo de 1978. Nos fins de 
1978, o governador desse estado apresen- 
tou um projecto que visava transportar o 
solo contaminado para despejo em War- 
ren County. Este projecto provocou a ira 
dos habitantes desse condado. E opiniáo 
corrente que a escolha desse loca! se deve 
ao facto do condado ser o terceiro mais 
pobre do estado e habitado maioritaria- 
mente por pretos. Os habitantes crêem que 
o governador nunca se atreveria a ordenar 
um despejo de tóxicos nuna zona rica. 

Desde o início do despejo de PCB em 15 
de Set. de 1982, a comunidade religiosa 


promove vigias contra a entrada dos 
camiões no a terro. Nos primeiros 10 dias, 
235 pessoas foram presas. 

Um grupo de pessoas da cidade de 
Newark visitaram a região e participaram 
num comício nacional. Quatro represen- 
tantes do Comite de Segurança e Saúde 
Ocupacionais de N.J. (NJCOSH) estive- 
ram presentes. Nas conversas tidas com os 
habitantes da zona foi focado a seme- 
lhança que existe entre os problemas que 
afectam os moradores de Ironbound, 
Elizabeth, Jersey City e os de North 
Carolina. Em todos estes casos, o governo 
dá cobertura à ganância das grandes 
empresas, para que estas possam ajir à sua 
vontade enquanto nos envenenam. 

Os lavradores que dedicaram longos e 
árduos anos de trabalho ás suas terras 
quixam que elas nada velerão agora. As 
histórias correm que os estudos feitos 
agora já mostram resíduos de PCB no 
corpo de alguns habitantes da zona.
